“To raise the Nazi war flag over 
the citadel of Verdun, German 
troops had to fight through a line 
of outer forts.

that we can continue to follow and 
remain a great nation. Let us look 
at our position today. Our leaders 
have lost the influence we *could 
have exerted as the world’s great- 
est neutral nation. The driblets of 
munitions we have sold to England 
and France have had a negligible 
effect on the trend of the war, and 
we have not sufficient military 
strength available to change that 
trend. 

“We demand that foreign nations 
refrain from interfering in our 
hemisphere, yet we constantly in- 
terfere in theirs. And while we 
have been taking an ineffective part 
in the war abroad, we have inex- 
cusably neglected our defenses at 
home. In fact, we have let our 
own affairs drift along until we 
have not even a plan of defense 
for the continent of North Amer- 
icc. We have been doing to En- 
gland and France what they dic 
to Abyssinia, to Czechoslovakia, to 
Poland, to Finland ang to Norway 
—we have encouraged them to hope 
for help we cannot send. Yet, with 
these examples before us, we still 
continue in this course—the same 
course that led England to failure 
abroad and weakness at home, a 
course that will lead us, also, to a 
disastrous and unsuccessful war if 
we persist in following it. 


_ Conflict of Hemispheres. 

“When the subject of our partic- 
jpation in war is discussed, most 
people visualize the war that is 
now going on in Europe. They 
think of sending more arms, and 
possibly some soldiers. There is 
still very little understanding of 
what our entrance into Europe’s 
war would mean. When we talk 
of such a war, we must realize 
that we are considering the great- 
est struggle the world has yet 
known—a conflict between heml- 
spheres, one-half of the white race 
against the other half. Before al- 
lowing ourselves to become further 
involved, we should consider the 
conditions which may exist by the 
time we are ready for military ac- 
tion. If we enter a war at all, we 
should prepare to meet the worst 
conditions rather than the best. 

“Tt is useless to talk of sending 
American troops to Europe now, 
for we would need months of 
preparation before we could train 
and equip even & smal] army, and 
small efforts do not effect great 
movements—witness Norway, Hol- 
land and Belgium. 

“We must face the fact, regard- 
less of how disagreeable it is to 
us, that, before we can take effec- 
tive action in a European war the 
German armies may have brought 
all Europe under their control. In 
that case, Europe will be domi- 
nated by the strongest military na- 
ion the world has ever known, 
coontrolling a population far 
larger than our own. If we decide 
to enter war, wé must be prepared 
to attack that nation. We must 
prepare to invade a _ continent 
which it controls. 

“Every Family Its Dead.” 

“No people ever had a greater 
decision to make. We hold our 
children’s future in our hands as 
we deliberate, for, if we turn to 
war, the battles will be hard fought 
and the outcome is not likely to 
be decided in our lifetime. This is 
a question of mortgaging the lives 
of our children and our grandchil- 
dren. Every family in the land 


would have its wounded and its flict among its own peoples, regard- 
less of how different 


dead. 
“We start at a disadvantage be- 


cause we are not a military nation. 
Ours is not a land of guns and 
marching men. If we decide to 
fight, then the United States must 


prepare for~war for many years | 


to come, and on a scale unprece- 
dented in all history. | 

“In that case we must turn to a 
dictatorial government, for there 
is no military efficiency to be lost. 
We should start to build an army 
of several million men. We will 
need several hundred thousand 
airplanes before the battling is 
over. And we must have a navy 
large enough to transport this force 
across the sea. 

“This war we are asked to enter 
would not be a repetition of the 
last war. It would be more com- 
parable to the struggle which took 
place between Athens and Sparta,

or Rome and Carthage, It would 


|involve the destiny of America 
and of Western civilization as far 
‘into the future as we can see. 
Clear-Cut Defense Plan. 

“But whatever our decision may 
be in regard to Europe, we must 
start now to build our own defenses. 
We must stop these gestures with 
an empty gun. 
united nation. The only question 
that arises concerns how our de- 
fense can best be built. We must 
first construct a clear-cut plan of 
defense, and have the co-operation 
of all American countries in carry- 
ing it out. We must insist upon 
military bases being placed wher- 
ever they are needed for our safe- 
ty, regardless of who owns the ter- 
ritory involved. 

“We must be willing to do more 
than pay taxes and make appropri- 


ations. Military strength cannot 
be purchased by money alone. 
Strength is a thing of spirit, of 


preparation, and of sacrifice ex- 
tending over years of time. 
men of our country must be willing 
to give a year of their lives to mili- 
tary training—more if necessary. 
And our capitalists as well as our 
soldier. should be willing to serve 
without personal profit. We must 
have a nation ready to give what- 
ever is required for its future wel- 
fare, and leaders who are more in- 
terested in their country than in 
their own advancement. 


Difficulty of Invading U. S. 


“With an adequate defense no 
foreign army can invade us. Our 
advantage in defending America is 
as great as our disadvantage would 
be in attacking Europe. From a 
military geographical standpoint, 
we are the most fortunate country 
in the- world. There is no other 
nation in this hemisphere strong 
enough to even consider attacking 
us, and the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans separate us from the war- 
ring armies of Europe and Asia. 

“If the British navy could not 
support an invasion of Norway 
against the German air force, there 
is little reason for us to worry 
about an invasion of America as 
long as our own air force is ade- 
quately maintained. 

As far as invasion by air is con- 
cerned, it is impossible for any ex- 
isting air force to attack effectively 
across the ocean. In the Arctic re- 
gions, the severe climate and rug- 
gedness of terrain counteract the 
vulnerability of shorter distances 
between land. With our geog- 
raphical position nothing but. the 
gross neglect of our military forces, 


or quarreling between American 
countries themselves, could make 
possible an invasion by foreign 


armies. 
“Where Road Divides.” 


“America stands today where 
thé road divides, at the signpost 
of war and peace. Now that we 
have become one of the world’s 
greatest nations, shall we throw 
away the independent American 
destiny which our forefathers gave 
their lives to win? Shall we sub- 
merge our future in the endless 
wars of the Old World? Or shall 
we build our own defenses and 
leave European war to European 
countries? Shall we continue vhis 
suicidal conflict between western 
nations and white races, or shall 
we learn from history as well as 
from modern Europe that a civili- 
zation cannot be preserved by con-

LIKENS PARIS AIR RAID 
T0 ST. LOUIS TORNADO 


Mrs. Jane ~-Chasnoff Olmer, 
Wife of Frenchman, Writes 
to Parents Here. 


The Paris suburbs which were 
bombed in the first Nazi air raid 
on the now abandoned French cap- 
ital looked like the areas devas- 
tated in the 1927 St. Louis tornado, 
Mrs. Jane Chasnoff Olmer wrote 
to her parents, Mr. and Mrs, Jacob 
Chasnoff, 5571 Bartmer avenue, in 
a letter dated June 6. 


Mrs: Olmer, editor of an English 
weekly paper published in Paris, 
has lived abroad since her mar- 
riage to a. French chemist in 1937. 
Until the Germans took Paris she 
was frequently heard here on a 
short wave radio broadcast from 
the French capital. 

Her letter had a confident tone 
and she expressed the conviction 
that. she and her husband would 
not have to leave Paris. If they 
were forced to go, she said, they 
would stay with friends in the 
south of France. + 

Mrs. Olmer wrote that she went 
out to inspect the damage which 
had been done by bombs in the 


In one block she saw two houses. 
“in really bad condition” and a | 
corner cafe which had been “blown 
to pieces.” Paris, itself, had not 
been damaged, she said. 

“Movies and so forth are now 
closing at 10:30 p. m.,” she wrote. 
“This is really rather pleasant, for 
we eat dinner eariy and don’t need 
a flashlight to go through the 
streets. It stays light quite late 
these days. In fact, it is such’ 
lovely, warm sunny weather, that 
we sat out in front of one of the 
cafes the other night just watch- 
ing the people go by on the boule- 
vard and trying to think of only 
lighthearted things not corinected 
with the war. But that’s really 
impossible, truth to tell. 

“When you hear tales of the 
scarcity of this or that, take it all 
with a grain of salt—we have plenty 
of that, too. But if you hear that 
we are shert of plumbers, that 
you may believe. We still -have 
nothing but promises for putting in 
our electric hot-water heater.”

“I've been earning a livihg since 
I was five,” she said. “In those days 
the winter’s booking determined 
the kind of a summer Mother, Dor- 
othy and I would have. If we were 
lucky and got 40 weeks, everything 
was fine. Anything less and it was 
different. One summer Mother 
opened up a candy store in East St. 
Louis.”

MILK SHOULD really replace 

bread, at least from a nutri- 
tionaB standpoint, in the old 
saying that “Bread is the staff 
of life.” Bread provides very 
little besides calories, unless it 
is whole grain bread and con- 
tains Vitamin B and some small 
quantity of minerals. Milk, on 
the other hand, is the most 
nearly perfect food known. It 
is a fine source of fat, protein 
and carbohydrate too; the rich- 
est of all food sources of calcium 
with some phosphorus and iron 
as well; and whole milk con- 
tains abundant Vitamin A. It is 
chiefly for the calcium that it 
is so essential to health. This 
not only builds but maintains 
strong healthy teeth and bones, 
and children need a full quart 
of it daily, while grown-ups 
should get at least a pint. This 
need not all be used as a bever- 
age; the milk in a cream pie is 
just as valuable as milk in a 
glass. For this family of four, 
we allow two quarts of fresh 
milk, and one tall tin of evap- 
orated milk, which is the equiv- 
alent of two more quarts and 
may be used for all kinds of 
cooking.

If you 
have no pressure cooker, do not 
attempt to. can green beans 
as otherwise spoilage is unavoid- 
able and may be dangerous to 
health. Green beans may be 
dried in hot sun or in a slow 
oven until completely dehydrat- 
ed, stored in a dry place, and re- 
hydrated by cooking in water 
until tender. They keep per- 
fectly and have an excellent 
flavor, 
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MRS. C. D. H. WRITES to 
tell us how she prevents her to- 
mato soup from curdling by 
adding a pinch of soda. 

Mrs. H.’s method is an old one 
which certainly is successful in 
preventing the troublesome cur- 
dling. Newer knowledge of 
nutrition, however, has shown 
that addition of soda to the to- 
matoes destroys a large part of 
their vitamin content—the very 
thing which makes tomato.soup 
valuable.

Dip es- 
calopes in:grated Parmesan cheese 
and saute in clarified butter until 
lightly browned. In a separate pan 
cook thinly sliced mushrooms, us- 
ing about two tablespoons butter, 
seasoning with salt and cayenne. 
When escalopes are cooked ar- 
range them on a hot platter, having 
them overlap each other. Add ex-

OLLIS E. SUITS, laundry own- 
H:: and father of six sons, is get-

For a long time Suits stood on 
the sidelines and watched others 
fly. “To me an airplane is the

NDER the tensions of the moment, many motion picture followers 
Y=» find an unusual amount of pleasure in such obvious fakery 
as “Safari,” at the Ambassador. This is one of the jungle dramas 
in which Douglas Fairbanks Jr. wears a cork hat and shoots straight. 
But neither Madeleine Carroll nor Tullio Carminati in the present 
instance is exactly a straight-shooter, so Doug has his troubles.

There are other factors weighing against Italy. 
The nation’s industries are mostly concentrated in 
the Po River Valley within a few score miles of 
French air bases. The combined French and British 
naval fleet and the Allied air force menace the 
long coast line of the peninsula. In Italy's last three 
military ventures, there never was any danger that 
the defenders in Spain, Albania and Ethiopia would 
be able to come out and attack Italy. The Alpine 
passes, because of their conformation, are more 
easily defended on the French side than on the 
Italian and more useful to the French for invading 
Italy—if the men can be spared from the armies 
resisting the German thrusts. 

The lessons of Norway indicate that Allied 
sea power and air power will be at a disadvantage 
in attacking the Italian peninsula or some of the 
stronger bases such as those on the island of 
Sardinia. The Italian Navy, which was designed

The Strange Habits of the Grunion and How 
They Are Caught, This Time of Year, 
With Bare Hands 


Hunters, watching where the tide laps the sand, catch them by the hundreds. 


HEN darkness settles at this 
season over the seashore sands 
of Southern California, fish 

hunters wait with flashlights for the 
coming of the grunion, for it is their 
spawning time. The fish hunters wait 
and watch because grunion at spawning 
time are fair prey provided that they are 
caught not with nets or scoops, but with 
bare hands. They are easily caught in 
that way because under the spawning 
urge they are so intent that they do not 
bother to evade the hands that reach for 
them. People run into the surf to meet 
them as they come in at high tide on the 
crest of the highest wave and catch 
great numbers of them. 


Grunion do what no other fish are 
known to do. They actually leave the 
water, wriggle themselves into relatively 
dry sand, the female deposits her eggs, 
the male fertilizes them and, if they 
escape the snatching hands, they make 
their way back into the water. The 
entire act consumes eight to 10 seconds, 
It is during that brief interval that the 
fish hunters catch them. 

The eggs remain in the damp sand 
until the next high tide washes them in 
countless numbers out to sea, at which 
time they are hatched and become baby 
grunion, to grow up and in their own 
time to come back to the sands and 
spawn and be caught by fish hunters.

AR has brought a new unity to the 

Soong sisters, those three remark- 

able women whose prominence in 
fields formerly reserved for men is an 
indication of the strength of Western 
influence in modern China. There were 
years during which the middle sister, the 
widow of Sun Yat-sen, was estranged from 
the two others because of difference in 
political ideas; in the desperate fight which 
China is waging against the Japanese 
invaders, Meéi-lin (Madame Chiang 
Kai-shek), Ai-ling (Madame H. H. Kung) and 
Bhing-ling (Madame Sun) are making 
common cause against the enemy of their 
country. 

The Soong sisters, so eminent now, are of 
humble origin. Their father, Soon Chiaju, 
came to America as a ship’s mess boy, 
peddled hammocks and attracted the 
interest of a wealthy man who put the young 
Chinese through college. After Charlie 
Jones Soon (he had Americanized his name) 
returned to China he married an ambitious 
Chinese woman, went into business, became 
wealthy, and changed the “Soon” to the 
more aristocratic “Soong.” Both he and his 
wife were Methodist converts, and they sent 
their three daughters to Wesleyan College 
for Women at Macon, Georgia; Mei-ling 
afterward went to Wellesley. Three sons 
also attended American universities. 

Ai-ling, oldest of the girls, married Dr. H. 
H. Kung, who was to become Minister of 
Finance in China's Nationalist Government. 
She developed into a skillful financier, 
successful in stock exchange dealings and 
as an adviser of her husband. Also she 
became a leader in Shanghai's international 
society. | 

Ching-ling fell in love with Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen when he was President of the Chinese 
Republic which he had founded. He already 
had a wife, so she served as his secretary

until his wife divorced him and they were 
married. She was devoted not only to her 
husband but to his ideals of government, his 
hopes for improving the lot of the common 


_ people of China by sweeping social and 


economic reforms. After his death in 1925 


she continued to preach his doctrines and 


maintain close relations with officials of 
Soviet Russia. 

Mei-ling met General Chiang Kai-shek 
when he was Dr. Sun’s army chief. She 
didn't marry him, however, until three years 
later, when he had got rid of his two wives. 
In this interval Dr. Sun had died and 
Chiang, turning against his Russian connec- 
tions, had started warring on Chinese 
communists. Madame Sun had become an 
enemy of Chiang and was shocked by her 
sister's marriage to him. Just before his 
marriage, Chiang, discouraged by a defeat, 
had resigned his place in the Nationalist 
government. . His bride persuaded him to 
resume his military command and return to 
the field. She also made a Methodist of 
him. She advised and worked beside him 
actively and prominently in. efforts to 
improve conditions in China and to unify 
its people. She flew to him when he was 
kidnaped by Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang 


and sat in on the negotiations for his release. | 


And since Chiang has been leading 
Chinese resistance to the Japanese 
invasion, she has been busy with many war 
activities, including propaganda for China's 
cause. 

Chiang's determined fight against Japan 
has pleased Madame Sun and other 
prominent Chinese Leftists, and has tended 
to heal the breach between her and her 
more politically conservative sisters. The 
three are shown together in the photographs 
on this page on a recent visit to an 
orphanage sheltering children of war 
victims.
